In 19^0, the Pennsylvania State Police (protect 
Identity), a state agency which conducts security and 

Intelligence Investigations, furnished the Philadelphia 

Office with a report dated 11/5/36 concerning PAUL M. WINTER, 
i37 North Main .Street, Shavertown, Pa. This report reflects 
the following: 

WINTER'S fathe r wa s a teacher in the Wilkes Barre, 
Pa., public schools. WINTER was a newspaper reporter for 
the Wilkes Barre Record 1924 - 1925, at which time he became 
active In the local Ku Klux KLan. m 1927, he became Recorder 
of Deeds for Luzerne County and held that position for three 
years. He was subsequently unsuccessful In attempting to 
secure the position of Luzerne County Detective and In 1930 
became known locally In Wilkes Barre as an Organizer for 
the Ku Klux KLan. In the latter part of 1930, he moved to 
Philadelphia where he became extremely active In KKK work, 
becoming a Grand Kleaglie of the KKK In the Philadelphia 
District. He left Philadelphia after two years and retxirned 
to Wilkes Barre, where he obtained a Job with the State 
Highway Department and subsequently worked as a Landscape 
Architect under a WPA Highway Management project. He 
was a member of the Dallas, Pa., post of the American Legion 
and was known to spend a great deal of time In following 
and Investigating Communist Party affairs In Luzerne County. 
He was considered to be a fanatic on the subject of the 
Communist Party. He was known to hate the principles of 
Communism and anyone connected with the party. Other 
State Police Information reflected that WINTER became a 
District Organizer of the "Committee of 1,000,000," an 
antl-Semltlc and anti-Communist organization.

He also admitted 
that he had requested and received propaganda material 
from, Germany and other countries, claiming that his reason 
for so doing was his Interest in International affairs. 
He admitted being pro-HITLER prior to the entry of the 
United States into World War II because Hitler had helped 
the German people out of a depl03?able condition. 

The Philadelphia Office files also contained two 
impersonation files on WINTER reflecting investigations 
conducted in 1939 and 1949 relative. to alleged impersonation 
violations by WINTER. Both cases, however, were closed 
without establishing any violation. . 

No Other information identifiable with any of the 
persons mentioned by PRANKHOUSER was located in the Philadelphia 
indices.

A source. advised on February 27, 1959* that George - 
Lincoln Rockwell, of Arlington, Virginia, ' had held an organiza-r 
tiohal meeting of the World Union of Free Enterprise National 
Socialists (WUFENS) at his residence on February 26, 1959. 

Six persons were present and they, according to the 
source, comprised the beginning of ari officer corps of the 
orsanizatiori . Rockwell told' those present that the WtTFENS. would 
be an international movelnent, but that the section of the 
organization in the United States would be known as the American 
Party of the WUFENS, 

Rockwell, on. jyiarch 26, 1959 * furaished 'to Special 
Affents of the Federal. Btireau' of Investigation,' a copy of the 
brogram of the WJFENS stating that' he expects to become President, 
of the United States through -the organization's- platform. The- 
main tenets of the WUFENS, as reflected in the program,, call for 
• |.j^Q migration of Negroes to Africa and the trial and execution of 
all Jews guilty of Communist and .Zionist treason. 

A second source advised on August 8, I961, that the 
main' activity of the organization, in furtherance of .these 
obiectives, has consisted of picketings with anti-Jewish and 
anti-Negro placards and talks by Rockwell-attacking Jews- -as 
• traitors to the United States . The headquarters of the American 
Nazi Party is located at 928 North Randolph Street, Arlington, 
Virginia.'. 
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NATIONAL Sa?ATES RIGHTS PART? 

On November 26, 1957, a source advised that the United 
White Party (U¥P) was organized at a convention held in Knoxville, 
Tennessee, on November 10, 1957. An article in the November .26> 
1957, issue of the "Greenville Piedmont," a newspaper of Greenville', 
South Carolina, reported that a "Ku Klux Klan spokesman of 
Greenville reported the recent formation of a new political 
party to be known as the United White Party." According to the 
article^ the party was formed at a recently held meeting in 
.Knoxville, Tennessee, at which many Klansmen were represented. 
The UWP was reported as being opposed to all "race mixing 
organizations and individuals." 

The July 1958, issue of "The Thunderbolt," 'self- • 
described as the '^official Racial Nationalist Organ of the 
National States Rights Party" (NSRP) reported that rank and 
file "States iRighters" had merged with the UWP under "the 
banner of the' National States Rights Party". with national 
offices at Post Office Box 26l, Jeffersonville, Indiana. 

In November 1958, a source advised that the NSRP 
is composed of past members of the Ku Klux Klan and notorious 
anti-Semites . 

Issue. #19, dated June i960, of "The Thunderbolt" 
announced "the address of the headquarters of the NSRP had been 
changed from Jeffersonville, Indiana, to Post Offlice Box 783, 
Birmingham, Alabama ., • ~: ' " 

On June 17,' 1960/ a source advised that EDWARD R. 
FIELDS, the Information Director of the NSRP, is the individual 
who "runs theNSRP," . ' 

■. The March, 1959, issue of ' the -Anti -Defamation League " 
Bulletin contained an article by Jerome Bakst entitled "Angry 
Young Men of Hate." "Regarding Edward R. Fields, the article 
stated, -"Fields, 26 years old and a Louisville chiropractor, is 
a key figure in the National States Rights Party and' co-ordinator of 
all its activities, contacts and liaison with leaders of other

As the Bureau is aware, FRANKHOUSER has been under 
investigation by this office for a considerable time, first 
as an individual bombing suspect and ^-ater as a national officer 
of the National States Rights Party. 

Subject is, to all indications, somewhat imbalanced 
mentally. On 3/22/62, FRANKHOUSER voluntarily contacted this 
office and advised he had left, the NSRP and was forming a "hew. 
group, of which I will be assistant chapter leader." He related 
that the group had, at that time, no narae> but later mfentiOhed 
t^e Federation of American Nationalists. FRANKHOUSER has also 
repeatedly used the word Federation (rather th an Fightin g) in ^^^ 
mentioning the name of the group, according to | | (RAC).

It must follow that since- SHELTON 
has many reasons for desiring to be rid of PRANKHOUSER and has- 
not done so, he must believe' that the consequences of keeping 
him are less to be feared than what might happen if he were 
to publicly eject him from the Klan. 

It should be noted that SINGLETON of the Reading 
Minutemen did arrange with DE .pUGH to expel PRANKHOUSER from ■ 
the local leadership of the Minutemen and from the Minutemen. 
This matter was dropped ^fihen PRANKHOUSER inherited a sizable 
sum of money. It was considered by the Minutemen that PRANK- 
.HOUSER was dangerous, and might retaliate. It was agreed that 
if ERANI^OUSfeR made any attempt at retaliation "he was a dead 
duck:"j i.e./ they would kill him. 

it is hot believed that SHELTON' s reticence to take-, 
action against PRANKHOUSER' stems from physical fear of him but 
rather- that PRANKHOUSER: might involve SHELTON and the Klan in 
a reopening of .the case of the death of DAN BURROS. 

It is stressed that as the Philadelphia Office has 
advised the Bureau on prior occasions this death wa« suicide. 
The police investigation was prompt and paraffin tests of the 
hands of the three people present (1. DAN: BURROS; 2, ROY 
PRANKHOUSER; and 3. REGINA KUPISZEWSKi) reflected that only 
BURROS. had recently fired a gun. 

It would appear equally certain that SHELTiDN has 
every reason to believe that PRANKHOUSER killed- BURROS-. 
These reasons for this belief are: 

1. The reputation of PRANKHOUSER. 

2'. Alleged threats by the third person present, PRANKHOUSER ' s 
girlfriend, that she would tell the police he shot BURROS. 

•3. Result of the investigation by EUGENE TABBUTT, given to 

SHELTON, which included, according to TABBUTT, the state- ■ 
• ments of REGINA KUPISZEWSKI that PRANKHOUSER had killed 

BURROS and the observation of TABBUTT that the gun used was 
not in BURRO'S strong hand. 

4. TABBUTT was ready to testify before the HCUA to the above . • 
and really appeared to believe that this was an execution

HOUSER sind a public off icei^' who is a relative of PRANK-

■ ' SHELTON may believe that since he has not made avail- 
able, to the police information received from his own sources 
reflecting that this death was not a suicide^ he could well 
be ,guilty of mispi?ision of a felony. 

It should be noted also that PRANKHOUSER is a very 
effective speaker at Kian rallies and is willing to represent 
the Klan publicly as' an officer and speaker. 

In view of SHELTON 's reported statements that PRANK- 
HOUSER must go, the above appear to be the only reasons for 
his retention as a Klan leader'. 

It would be possible to secure signatures of PRANK- 
HOUSER' to afQ.x to a letter t'6 DESMOiSfD as follows: 

Dear Mike: 

Don't worry about Regina's big mouth. The 
cops in this, town hate my guts as you well know.
